It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants representative proposed limiting claim 23 to a dye visible 
within the visible spectrum. However, while such an amendment would be considered it appears the background of 
Jones et al. disclose dyes visible within the visible spectrum were known, and it is not clear there is support in 
applicants specification for this amendment. Applicants representative further proposed amending claims 23 and 51 to 
overcome the restriction. Again, while such an amendment would be considered claim 23 is directed to a single sided 
circuit board while claim 51 is directed to a multilayer circuit board, it being noted both are mutually exclusive species 
wherein the single sided circuit board was previously examined. Applicants representative further proposed new 
limitations regarding the viscosity of the resin and the particular resin coating method. 
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
